WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Foods Situation. Market Reports. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


The 15th of the month most of the railroads, east of 
the Mississippi, were permitted to put into force the ad- 
vanced freight rates granted them by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission under the famous 5 per cent. ruling. 
It is such a big task, however, that not all the rates were 
ready when the day came, and it may be sometime before 
all are announced; but ultimately this increased freight 
charge must be felt in all lines of business, and not least 
in the canning industry. 

But if the advanced rates mean much to this indus- 
try or to the wholesalers, they mean much more to all 
lines of industry, for no sooner had the railroads secured 
their contention than they at once began laying plans for 
improvements and equipments, which had been held up 
for more than a year. The result of this activity on the 
part of the railroads is seen in the employment of hun- 
dreds of thousands of men, and the buying of huge orders 
of all kinds of supplies, etc. The railroads are the arteries 
of the commercial body, and and as they have been given 
new life under these rulings, they are showing increased 
activity and will continue to do so as the year passes. 

From a canner’s standpoint one of the most impor- 
tant features of the week, and one of the most pleasant, 
is the certain evidence of the increasing activity in mills 
and manufactories, and because of this the employment of 
a great majority of the idle hands. With these hands 
back at work, the avenues of consumption will again be 
thrown wide open; the retailers will find increased de- 
mand for the goods, and an end to the long credit system 
which idleness compelled. They will be forced to buy 
new stock, which, coming to the wholesalers with an evi- 
dence of better financial conditions, will cause them to 
turn to the canners for the supplies they badly need. For 
it is a fact the jobbers are badly in need of all kinds of 
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canned foods; and this condition is not confined to any 
one locality, but may be said to be general. Already the 


effects of this are being felt in ificredséd inquiry, and . 
some increase in buying; but especially in the greatly im-~ 


proved feeling now existant in the entire canned food 
market. Everybody feels that good times are not only 
possible or probable, but that they must be right here 
now, in their beginning, and that as time passes the vol- 
ume will increase and multiply as possibly we have not 
seen it in this country before. There is every reason for 
this eventuality, and with the railroads granted their re- 
lief, with banking facilities immensely improved over pre- 
vious years, and with huge orders for all kinds of mate- 
rials in hand, and more of them certain to follow, there 
does not seem to be any room for doubt that it will hap- 
pen, but there is, rather, the necessity to realie that it is 
here. 

In the canned food market of this city there has been 
quite a good volume of business this past week, and all 
prices are strong or advancing. The bug-bear of stock- 
taking or inventory time has passed—for it took precious 
little time to count the stock of canned foods on hand in 
any jobber’s warehouse this time—and buyers are coming 
into the market in greater numbers every day. They are 
not buying as largely as some would like to see them, but 
the total of sales is steadily eating away the visible supply 
of all kinds of canned foods, and the day for sharp ad- 
vances is drawing much nearer. 

Tomatoes have improved somewhat in prices, and the 
better holders are staying out of the market, waiting for 
the higher prices which they feel must come, no matter 
what the statistics show as to the pack of the past year, 
and which may be in your hands by the time you read 
this. The lowest quotations heard from the counties this 
week were 67%c. for No. 3s, and 50c. for No. 2s, but the 
general market is 72% and 52%c., both in the city and in 
the county. As we intimate sales at these latter prices 
are not saught, the holders believing that they will get 
?5c. without trouble in a very short time. 


Corn has also gained strength, though not quotably 
so, in all qualities. The higher grades, however, are get- 
ting scarce and the jobbers are paying premiums to get 
what they want in that line. All lines promise to cost 
the buyers more. 

Peas are not showing any advances, but neither are 
they declining, and the demand is reported as improved, 
with the buyers taking all good stock at the low prices. 
Packers are not offering heavily of standards, but are 
advancing their prices to protect their holdings. 

Other lines of special packing are meeting with a 
good demand and it is to be noted that all orders are for 
immediate shipment, indicating the certain emptiness of 
all buyers’ floors. The goods are going right into con- 
sumption, and as the market consumed the entire packs 
of former years, it will most certainly do so with this 
year’s under the increased activity in all lines of employ- 
ment. 

Our market pages show quite a number of changes, 
and the reader will do well to refer to them.

The New York Market 


Prices unusually steady and the trading light—Stock-taking about over—Light trading in 
tomatoes—Some advances reported in Corn—Peas quiet—Picked up in the market. 


Reported by Telegraph 


New York, January 15, 1915. 

The Market.—The past week has been exceedingly dull in 
the canned foods business in and about New York. Sales have 
been light, barely enough to satisfy the ordinary daily require- 
ments. Buyers have been conservative in their operations, and 
while the conditions have really changed but little, the situa- 
tion has been such that buyers have refused to make many pur- 
chases of importance. Prices are nominally steady, but it is 
a fact that many holders are so anxious to dispose of their 
goods that they will accept almost anything offered.. The ef- 
fect of this is to create a condition which makes the really 
strong influences, like the influence of the statistics and some 
others, ineffective. Trade is suffering because of this, and few 
are sufficiently well informed to undertake a prediction of 
when a change in the situation is probable. Conditions other- 
wise are substantially the same as they have been. Prices are 
nominally unchanged and buyers are making inquiries which 
later may lead to business, but at present nothing is in sight 
which seems to point to anything of this character. Stock- 
taking is about over and the trade can now settle down to dis- 
covering what its position is and how much stock will be 
wanted. The outlook is satisfactory enough, so far as known, 
but holders are not anxious to sell under present circumstances, 
excepting in a few instances, and buyers are so conservative 
that movement is extremely light. On the whole, however, it 
is reported better than last week, and sales are quite likely to 
improve in the next week or two. 

Tomatoes.—Sales during the week have been light. 
Movements in most instances have been limited to actual re- 
quirements, and under present conditions they are not very 
large. Prices are nominally unchanged, but it is possible to 
buy No. 2s at 50c., though 52%c. is the quoted price. No. 3s 
are held at 72%c., but 70s. will buy, and in some instances 
sales are reported as low as 67%c., though the quality of the 
lower-priced goods is sometimes questioned. No. 10s are un- 
changed at former quotations, $2.15 for Maryland pack and 
about $2.40 for New Jerseys. Holders have been waiting for 
the statistics of the pack, which should have been issued on 
the first of the month. It is conceivable that these figures may 
change the sentiment of the trade materially, consequently all 
operators are very conservative until they know what they 
must overcome in the way of excess pack or in other ways. 
The figures may be given out before this is in print, but if they 
are that does not alter the situation so far as today is con- 
cerned. Unquestionably tomatoes are going to move better in 
the near future, and it is true that nearly all dealers would be 
greatly pleased to see the change come before very long. 

Corn.—The market appears to be firm and in some in- 
stances advances in price have been reported. However, sales 
are not as active as they might be, and holders would be glad 
to see a change in this respect. As it is now, the movement 
is too light to be cheering. C.-L. Baxter, of Portland, Me., 
who visited this market this week, declared while here that no 
Maine packers have any 1914 pack to offer. They are all sold 
up. He said, too, that what is left is in second hands, and will 


be costly to obtain. In New York pack the situation is quiet, 
but holders are -firm-and insist upon full prices. Not much is 
available. Western pack is steady, but movement is slow. In 
Southern pack the conditions are unchanged, and sales are 
made in small lots only and for immediate use. The hold up 
of the statistics of the pack has its influence, and business 
promises to be better after the quantity packed is announced. 
Peas.—The lower grades are somewhat more active and 
are moving into consumption with considerable freedom. 
Meanwhile the better grades are quiet, though firmly held, 
and in nearly all instances buyers find that they must pay full 


outside prices if they hope to secure stock. Under these con- 
ditions one may almost say that the market has improved 
somewhat already, and look forward to still further improve- 
ment in the near future. It would be difficult, perhaps, to say 
exactly where this business is located and where it goes, but 
the fact that movement is under way is considered an augury 
of still further improvement in the near future. 

String Beans.—Not much improvement reported during 
the week, though buyers are said to be investigating the sit- 
uation and making inquiries regarding prices. Increased sales 
are expected, and with them will come better prices, since the 
supply is light and buyers may find difficulty in getting all they 
want of the best qualities. Conditions otherwise are un- 
changed, and sales are made chiefly in small lots. Meanwhile, 
holders are firm in their views and little is done excepting at 
the figures they deem correct. 

Asparagus.—The situation has been unchanged all this 
week, though it is well known that substantially everything 
which has been offered has been sold. Very little is left in 
first hands and in some grade second hands have no abundant 
supply. Movement at the moment is slow and prices in the 
absence of business are little better than nominal. However, 
the outlook promises improvement and holders feel confident 
of a revival in the near future. 

Baked Beans.—While movement is slow, and principally 
in small quantities, the conditions which govern the market 
are reasonably promising and larger sales are anticipated. 
Holders are firm in their views and the market will very likely 
improve within the near future. 

Succotash.—Sales have been light, but the supply is re- 
ported as somewhat uncertain and substantially all holders are 
firm. Prices have not been cut to any considerable extent. 
Indeed, buyers find it hard to secure any concession at all. 

Sweet Potatoes.—It is said that sales have picked up a 
bit during the week and some holders have been firmer in their 
views. The sale has been in small lots as a whole, though here 
and there a fair-sized quantity was offered. The market is 
steady in all positions, but movement is relatively slow. 

Spinach.—The holder who has any considerable quantity 
of this article is not worrying, even though movement seems a 
bit slow just at present. He is confident of better things in the 
future and will not concede anything for the purpose of in- 
creasing trade. Supplies are not heavy and the prospect indi- 
cates better business in the near future. 

Pumpkin.—A little movement is noted, though active 
trade has passed temporarily. Holders have light supplies, and 
though they maintain their prices, they would be glad to see 
larger business. 

Apples.—State and Maine packed stock remains quiet. 
though prices are well maintained and holders demand full 
outside figures. Business is done in a small way only, though 
here and there a buyer takes hold. Conditions are fairly sat- 
isfactory, with the exception of the fact that buyers are appar- 
ently holding off until they tire sellers into parting with their 
goods. Almost nothing is being done in Southern pack and 
Western stock is held at about previous level. 

Pears.—Movement is light, though here and there a buyer 
comes in for a reasonably large quantity. In the main the sit- 
uation favors holders rather than buyers. But at the moment 


business is too light to create much interest on either side of 
the market. 

Plums.—tTrade is light, but supplies are so small that all 
are firmly held and prices are maintained at previous level. 
Stocks are sufficient for present requirements,.perhaps, but the 
market remains only nominal under the existing conditions.

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Peaches.—While prices are largely nominal, the market 
is, perhaps, a shade more active in some varieties, but after all 
it is quiet and very little is done outside of satisfying routine 
demand. It may be, however, that buyers are merely; holding 
off and in the near future will make demands which wil create 
a better condition everywhere. California stock is quiet, but 
prices are firmly maintained. Southern pack is moving only 
slowly, and while prices are steady, holders can be induced 
to concede when there is little stir. Pie grades are most active 
and prices are the firmest. 


Cherries.—Sales are relatively light and quotations are 
firmly maintained at about previous range of values. Prices 
are steady, based upon the shortage of supplies. Conditions 
favor holders rather than buyers at present. 


Apricots.—No change of moment noted in the market. 
Sales are only small, but are made at full outside prices. De- 
mand has improved a bit, but scarcely enough to make any 
difference with the market. 

Pineapples.—The sale of stock has been somewhat light 
for the past few weeks, but for all that movement into con- 
sumptive channels is good, and apparently will be good indefi- 
nitely. Supplies of Hawaiian are liberal enough to satisfy the 
trade, but Southern pack is pretty well: cleaned up in this 
market. 

Berries.—Not much can be said that is new with relation 
to any variety of berries. Supplies of all alike are short, and 
this, of course, leads to high values. In the main the situation 
is unchanged. Buyers have difficulty in finding the quantities 
they want and holders are not making propositions which indi- 
eate any desire to reduce quotations. The market is merely 
nominal at the present range. 


Salmon.—Prices remain steady, though movement at the 
moment is light. The heaviest selling season of the year is 
fast approaching, and dealers are confident that business will 
be done in sufficient volume to satisfy the most exacting. It 
seems from authentic information that the supply is virtually 
all out of first hands, and that sales are made now only in a 
hand-to-mouth way. Bigger business is expected in the near 
future. This applies to all alike, and may mean advances in 
some of the lines which are rather short. Very little stock is 
left in first hands excepting chums. ; 

Sardines.—Changes have been few during the week and 
sales have been made in a small way only. Conditions are 
somewhat unsatisfactory in certain consuming directions, but 
in the main business is being done upon a reasonably satisfac- 
tory basis. Buyers are making further inquiries, and it is be- 
lieved that shortly purchases will assume about their normal 
volume. 

Oysters.—Sales have not been heavy of late, though prices 
are firmly held and business is done in a way which indicates 
that retailers are not well supplied. Increased movement -is 
expected with the return of cold weather. For the present 
business is restricted by the fact that the weather has been 
more like fall than winter. : 


Lobster.—No change. Prices remain high, but it is pos- 
sible to obtain concessions in some instances. Meanwhile qubd- 
tations are nominally steady as printed. 

Crab Meat.—Not much stir in this particular variety. 
Sales are made chiefly in small lots and in some instances 
wholesalers are rather reluctant to part with their goods. The 
supply on hand is light and for the moment no more seems 
available. Conditions are more favorable to holders than 
otherwise. 

Tuna Fish.—Supplies are somewhat light and buyers are 
not always successful in securing stock at what they deem is 
the right price. It is difficult to secure any concession. In- 
deed, even though the pack was double any previous output, 
it is almost impossible to keep dealers supplied, even at full 
outside quotations. 

Shrimp.—The supply is not heavy, and prices remain 
firm as quoted, though demand is chiefly for small lots. 


PICKED UP IN PASSING.

Their offices are at 105 Hudson 
street, and from there the entire Eastern and Middle West 
business will be handled. This is brought about by the lower 
freight rates due to the opening of the Panama Canal. 

J. M. McLaughlin, of the North East Preserving Works, 
North East, Pa., and the Sherman Preserving Company, Sher- 
man, N. Y., has been in New York this week, making head- 
quarters with North & Dalzell. 


One sale of 2,000 cases of fancy: Western corn was reported 
at 90c. delivered. The quantity was handled in two separate 
transactions for local jobbing houses. 

John Batmarde’, the well-known Philadelphia broker, 
says that he is aoing a good business, but could handle more 
if some one should see fit to force it on him. 

Mail advices place the California asparagus pack at 750,- 
000 to 775,000 cases. Last year it was 720,000 cases. :

The twenty-seventh annual meeting of the New York 
Wholesale Grocers’ Association will be held on Thursday, Jan- 


uary 21. A banquet will follow in the evening at the Hotel 
Martinique. 


Joseph Durney, of the Griffith-Durney Company, says the 
year 1914 was a remarkable one in the salmon trade. The 
pack broke all records for an off year, and while American 
buyers operated conservatively, Europe bought heavily, and 
the result is first hands are virtually bare of supplies, excepting 
chums and medium red. Southern sales have not been as 
heavy up to now as usual, but conditions there are improving 
and the sales through the South are much better at present. 
Stocks of both red Alaska and pinks are concentrated in a few 
strong hands, the former at $1.45 and the latter at 90c. This 
will probably develop a large demand for medium reds in the 
near future. 


Mr. Durney said that the canned fruit situation is remark- 
ably favorable, considering the disturbance which has been 
wrought in foreign buying circles and the extraordinary pack. 
The pack of asparagus was a record, but prices were low and 
almost everything has been distributed. The prospect for this 
year is more favorable than ever before. Pineaple broke all 
records, 2,250,000 cases, or 750,000 cases more than ever 
before, but even though the output was so large, it has all 
been sold and the trade is upon an exceptionally satisfactory 
basis. The beginning of a new season sees lighter stocks than 
for several years. 

Francis P. McCall, of the American Key Can Company, 
Chicago, has been here this week, looking over the situation 
in the trade. 


Even though all conditions point to a firm situation in the 
trade, some holders appear ready to make concessions in prices, 
and this upsets all calculations in numerous instances. It is 
almost impossible to say what the price is in many cases, and 
calculations based upon estimated stocks and probable demand 
are extremely uncertain. 

Among the week’s prominent visitors are C. L. Baxter and 
C. W. Davis, of the Portland (Me.) Packing Company. They 
are here for the purpose of learning at first hands the trade 
situation with reference to Maine corn, but are not attempting 
to book additional business in 1914 stock They made their 
headquarters with Joseph Gallagher, their New York repre- 
sentative. They say almost no 1914 corn is left. 


The fact that the statistics to be published by the National 
Canners’ Association, on January 1, have not yet appeared has 
created some apprehension, but it is pointed out that careful 
verification of the figures is under way, and when they are 
given out they will be as reliable as it is possible to make them. 

A. Grimms, Jr., a prominent broker of Portland, Me., vis- 
ited the West Side trade during the week. 

Charles Wooters, of the Calvert Packing and Preserving 
Company, Cordova and Easton, Md., was one of the notable 
visitors to the West Side trade this week. 


Frank E. Gorrell, secretary of the National Canners’ As- 
sociation, has been in New York this week, looking over pre- 
liminary arrangements and hotel reservations for the annual 
convention, beginning February 8. He declared that the con- 
vention will be the largest and most enthusiastic ever held: 

H. C. Baxter, of Baxter & Bro., the well-known corn pack- 
ers of Brunswick, Me., was a visitor in the West Side market 
this week. The Maine packers have been looking over the sit- 
uation here, but have offered no 1915 contracts as yet.

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The Chicago: Market 


One of the best years in experience among wholesale grocers—Sugar a great profit pro- 


ducer—Retailers against buying futures—Stock-taking about over—Coming into the 


market for much needed supplies—Death of A. A. Sprague—Noted among the 
big buyers—The death of George D. Bills, of The George D. Bills Co. 


Reported by Telegraph 


Chicago, Jan. 15th, 1915. 

Good Grocery Year.—I was talking to a Chicago whole- 
sale grocer today and said to him: 

“I am afraid the grocers did not make as much profit in 
1914 as they expected or as usual.’’ His reply was: “This 
house has had the best and most profitable year in its history. 
We have not sold any more goods than usual or than last year, 
but we made more money. 

Our profits were largely made on sugar. I do not know 
whether we were lucky or wise, but we began to buy sugar 
early and followed the market up until we got all we wanted, 
and then it continued to advance. Then we began to sell and 
continued to sell until we were completely sold out. Then we 
bought sparingly, from hand to mouth, just for our needs, 
while the market declined. f 


We sold considerable sugar at a profit of 2%c. and 3c. 
per pound, and a good many carloads at a profit of from $600 
to $1,000 a carload. Every wholesale grocer in the United 
States must have made money on sugar. How could they help 
it? The consumers became excited through the sensational 
reports in the daily papers and some families bought sugar by 
the barrel and paid the top of the market for it. The news- 
papers ‘threw a speculative scare’ into the people and they ran 
the market up on themselves. 


Yes, we experienced some declines in coffee and canned 
foods, but they were not important, and as they had been an- 
ticipated, wholesale grocers had their stocks low and were in 
good shape to meet the decline. There was a slump in dried 
fruits early in the season, but there was a reaction and most 
articles in that line are now higher than the opening prices 
of 1914. 

Our volume of business has been good. We had to pay 
high rates of interest to the banks for a while, but now rates 
are low. 

Altogether I should say that wholesale grocers have had a 
fairly profitable and satisfactory year. Credit losses have been 
a little heavier than usual, but only a little.” 


I then asked: ‘“‘What are you going to do about buying 
future canned foods of the 1915 pack?’ To which came the 
reply: 


“Retail grocers through their National Association and 
State Associations are denouncing the buying of futures in any- 
thing as speculative and unprofitable, and we are having more 
and more trouble every year in selling futures. 

Not only is this the case in canned foods, but in dried 
fruits, kraut, cheese and other goods. 

I believe in buying future canned foods, but not unless I 
have sold about two-thirds of what I buy. The chief trouble is 
that so many futures are bought speculatively by small retail- 
ers, and when delivery time comes the credit manager shuts 
down on them and the goods are left on our hands to dispose 
of as best we can.” 

The National Retail Grocers.—The executive committee of 
this big Association met here January 11-12, to consider poli- 
cies and methods for increasing their membership and other 
important matters. 

Stock-Taking.—Wholesale grocers are now through with 
stock-taking and figuring up the year’s business, and most of 
them are licking their mustaches and smiling like the tom cat 
that had just eaten the canary. Most of them are nosing 
around for bargains in canned foods. 

A Proud Citizen.—I saw Deacon Wm. J. Tilghman a few 
days ago and he was on parade. Some retired preacher had 
written a poem descriptive of the Deacon and his many years 
of honorable service as a canned foods disciple, and the Deacon 
was carrying the poem around reading it to any of his friends 
who would stand for it. 

He is nearing eighty years of age, and is most active and 
alert as a broker. He had on his best clothes and high hat 
and was all dressed up like a “‘plush horse,’”’ and had adorned 
his shirt front with a new tie that looked like an explosion in 
a paint factory. 


The Deacon’s fame is not founded upon poetry, however, 
but on something more real. It is founded upon his good 
humor, his friendliness, his unquenchable courage and untir- 
ing industry for 


“It is not wealth or power or state 
But git up and get that makes men great.”’ 


A Great Merchant Dies.—The death of A. A. Sprague, the 
last survivor of the original founders of Sprague, Warner & 
Co., occurred this week. He was 79 years of age and appar- 
ently in excellent health and still fairly active in the conduct of 
une great wholesale grocery house he had helped to establish. 

He has left behind him an imperishable record as a great 
merchant who, from almost nothing, established a wholesale 
grocery house which many believe does the greatest business 
in the world in that line. 

The enormous and rapid growth of the house has been 
due almost entirely to its undeviating policy of giving fair and 
just treatment to all and furnishing the best vaiues and qual- 
ities possible. 

lt is the absolute policy of that house to treat not only 
those they sell to, but those they buy from, with justice and 
consideration, and to carefully guard the welfare and happi- 
ness of their loyal and faithful employees. 

I know of no mercantile house which stands higher in the 
regard and esteem of its own employees than Sprague, War- 
ner & Co., and that is in itself a monument to the memory of 
its founders which will outlast marble or granite. 


A Disastrous Fire—A Chicago wholesale grocery house, 
Frank C Weber & Co., was totally destroyed by fire last week, 
building and stock. The loss is estimated on stock at about 
$150,000, and it is understood that it was fully insured. The 
tirm immediately resumed business within a short distance 
from the burned location. 


Shipping Resumed—For several weeks the weather has 
been so cold that it was unsafe to ship canned foods, but dur- 
ing the week there has been a modified temperature and ship- 
ments southward and to nearby ports have been forwarded. 

Taking a New Location—The McNeil & Higgins Company, 
the big wholesale grocery house now located at Michigan ave- 
nue and Lake street, Chicago, will move its offices and sales- 
rooms to State and South Water streets during this month. 

Their stock wil be carried as now on the north side of the 
Chicago River and handled and shipped from their big ware- 
house on the railroad tracks. 

The removal of their headquarters offices and salesrooms 
were necessitated by the widening of Michigan avenue, which 
will require that a number of buildings be torn down. 

They formerly occupied the location to which they are 
about to remove, which is considered one of the most desirable 
and convenient for such purposes in Chicago. 


The death of George D. Bills, of The George D. Bills Co., 
brokers, of Chicago, takes away from Chicago and his friends 
one of the straightest, squarest, fairest brokers who ever did 
business in this city. 

He has been in poor health and a sufferer for five or six 
years, almost an invalid during that time. He died January 
6th, 1915. 

He was 64 years of age at his death. His business as 
George D. Bills & Co., was established in 1892, and no broker- 
age firm is more highly regarded. 

Previous to engaging in the brokerage business George D. 
Bills was vice-president of C. M. Weber & Co., wholesale gro- 
cers, and afterward was connected with J. K. Armsby Co., until 
he established the present concern. 

He was so uniformly courteous and kindly and so honor- 
able in all his relations in life that he possessed the absolute 
confidence of both buyers and sellers, and his character as a 
whole was most lovable and admirable. 

The brokerage business of George D. Bills & Co. is incor- 
porated, and will be continued without interruption, his son 
being now in charge.

TAX ON SHIPMENTS.

Traffic Bureau Advises Shippers Regarding War Impost—Pre- 
pared by the Traffic Bureau of the N. Y. City 
Merchants’ Association. 


Paragraph 5 of Section A of the War Tax Law requires 
every railroad or steamboat company, carrier, express company 
or corporation, or person whose occupation is to act as such, 
to issue to the shipper or consignor, or his agent, or person 
from whom any goods are accepted for transportation, when a 
charge exceeding five cents is made, a bill of lading, manifest, 
or other evidence of receipt and forwarding for each shipment 
received. 

The same paragraph also provides that the shipper, con- 
signor, agent or person tendering the shipment for transporta- 
tion shall duly attach, and cancel to each of said bils of lading, 
manifests, or other memoranda, a stamp of the value of one 
cent. 

Section 8 provides that in affixing the stamp to the receipt 
or bill of lading, the person using the same shall write or stamp 
thereupon the initials of his name and the date upon which the 
Same was attached or used, so that it may not be used again. 


Explanations and Interpretations. 


A shipment represents all of the articles which may be con- 
tained in a single consignment from one consignor to one con- 
signee under one bill of lading or receipt. A stamp of the 
value of one cent is to be attached to the original bill of lading 
or receipt representing such a shipment. 

Switching movement. Switching tickets covering local 
switching orders for which a charge is made, covered by no bill 
of lading, will be regarded and stamped as evidence of ship- 
ment. 


< 


Dray tickets or shipping tickets.. Where shippers use their 
own form of dray tickets or shippers’ tickets, the same will be 
regarded and stamped as evidence of receipt unless surrendered 
for the bill of lading. If dray tickets or shipping tickets are to 


be surrendered for the bill of lading, a stamp ‘should then be 
attached to the bill of lading. 


Export shipments. Bills of lading for direct shipment 
from the United States without inland haul are not taxable, but 
where there is an inland haul the bills of lading are taxable as 
the same bill of lading would be for an inland haul alone. 

Local shipments. The Treasury Department has issued a 
ruling to the effect that “the law requiring bills of lading to be 
stamped does not apply to local operators for the delivery of 


packages, baggage and such like, within the limits of the same 
town or city. ” 


The language employed in the issuance of this ruling reads 
as follows: ‘““That mere local operators for the delivery of pack- 
ages, baggage and such like, within the limits of the same 
town or city are not required to give bills of lading. Although 
such operators may give a receipt for articles to be delivered, 
such receipt is not required to be stamped. A mere carrier, as, 
for instance, a person with a horse and wagon who does a local 
delivery business in a city or town, is not included within the 
above requirement. The carriers which were intended to be 
included within the terms of Schedule A, under the head of 
‘Express and freight,’ are such as are engaged in the transpor- 


tation of express matter and freight from one place to another 
in the ordinary course of commerce and trade.” 


St. John’s, N. F.—The colony of Newfoundland has sent 
in a proposal to the War Department that the British Gov- 
ernment purchase the entire pack of lobster for use as a ration 
for the soldiers in the field. The total pack this year was 
12,000 cases as against an average of 20,000 cases in previous 
years, and the market for this product has been closed this 
year owing to the war, as formerly the bulk of the output was 
sold in Germany.

Wheat reached $1.40 per bushel, 
the highest for 20 years, and is 40c. per bushel above same 
date in 1914. i 

New York bankers loaned Argentine Republic $15,000,- 
000, to be taken in goods. The Russian and French govern- 
ments are asking for big loans upon the same terms. 

Big corporation distributions of dividends January Ist 
amounted to more than a quarter of a billion dollars. 

The big rubber companies have increased their forces by 
20,000 men; 16,000,000 tires is the estimated 1915 output. 
Statistics show in the United States 1,500,000 automobiles; 
last year’s output, up to June 30th, 435,000; carefully esti- 
mated output for this year, 875,000. The magnitude of these 
‘figures can be realized when compared with those of any 
other country. Fighting Germany’s total number of automo- 
biles is 93,000. If necessary, our country could put an army 
of a million men all equipped with armored automobiles into 
the field in 60 days. 

The American Sheet and Tin Plate Company has started 
twenty-two additional mills in Ellwood, Indiana district. 
Three more mills have started at Warren, Ohio. The Illinois 
Steel Company has put to work this week 13,000. additional 
men. The Pittsburgh Crucible Steel Company has increased 
its operations by 30 per cent.

Five Eastern railroads are in the market for rails and 
structural steel. The Pennsylvania will purchase 170,000 
tons of steel and has,already started the construction of 2,000 
steel box cars. Practically every railroad in the United States 
has increased its number of employees since January 1st from 
5 per cent. to 20 per cent. The New York, New Hampshire & 
Hudson River Railroad placed 6,300 men to work December 
28, a week in advance of schedule date because of increased 
business. 


The European steel orders seemed like ponderous affairs, 
but European figures shrink when American business men 
start to do things. Directors of the B. & O. Railroad voted to 
spend during 1915 $30,000,000 on right-of-way alone; have 
purchased 5,000 freight cars and asked bids on 2,000 more; 
closed a contract for 25,000 kegs of spikes, 45,000 tons of 
rails and 30,000 tons of structural steel. Both the Southern 
and the Central Pacific have started almost a full force of 
men along their lines. The Louisville & Nashville has pur- 
chased 35,000 tons of rails. 


Dun’s report shows that, excluding failures in Southern 
States and H. B. Claflin, failures in the United States during 
1914 were. less than 1913. The Claflin failure aggregated 
one-tenth of total failure for the year. 

One hundred and thirty vessels, with nearly 260,000 tons 
capacity, have been added to our merchant marine since the 
opening of the European war. 

Our trade balance debt to Europe at the beginning of 
the war was approximately $400,000,000. The present trade 
balance shows Europe owing United States $330,000,000.

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CANNED GOODS EXCHANGE TO MOVE. 


The regular monthly meeting of the Baltimore Canned 
Foods Exchange was held on Tuesday the 12th, with a fairly 
good attendance present. The committee in charge of the 
Belgian Relief Fund reported having received 1786 cases of 
canned foods, as the contributions of members and others to- 
wards this worthy cause. Of this number 1100 cases came 
from the city packers and 686 cases from country packers; and 
there were also a few barrels of flour contributed from the 
The ship, the John Hardie, carrying these gifts 
and others from the State of Maryland, as a whole, left last 
week for Belgium. The committee was thanked for its splendid 


work, and the exchange complimented upon the good showing 
made. 


A matter which has been before the Exchange for some 
months—the employment of Mr. Sheridan as traffic manager, 
and which carried with it the removal of the Exchange room 
from the Keyser Building to the Chamber of Commerce Build- 
ing (as Mr. Sheridan is traffic manager for the Chamber of 
Commerce), was finally disposed of by a favorable vote, and 
the office of the Exchange, after the end of this month, will 
accordingly be at 309 Chamber of Commerce Building, and 
Mr Sheridan will be in charge of all matters pertaining to | 
freights ,tariffs, etc. He is recognized as an expert in his line 


and the Exchange is to be complimented upon his acquisittion. 
He has already entered upon his duties and we believe the 
members of the Exchange will find after an experience with 
him in charge, that this has been a wise move.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


Corn Canners—do not forget the date, the place and 
the importance! The Corn Canners’ Section of the 
N. C. A. meets in Chicago on the 20th, at the Hotel La 
Salle, and you should be there. 


Michigan Canners—You are due at Grand Rapids on 
the 21st and 22nd, to attend the meeting of your State 
Association. You need its assistance and it needs yours. 
Get together. 


And there are a few more important meetings of 
canhers before the Big Show in New York City. There 
is the meeting of the Tri-State Association, for instance, 
at Wilmington, Del., which this time promises to be a 
most interesting and a most important one. A prelimi- 
nary session will be held at the Hotel Dupont the even- 
ing of January 27th, and the big meeting at the same 
hotel on the next day, January 28th. 


Then there is a big and enthusiastic meeting, with 
abundant work outlined and considerable amusement, 


scheduled for Fredericksburg, Va., when the Virginia 


Canners’ Association will meet—January 26-27. These 
meetings must be given attention. 


The industry has waited patiently the delayed sta- 
tistics of the year’s pack, and a word as to the cause of 
this delay may not be out of place. We have before ex- 
plained that extra efforts were put forth this time to have 
the figures as nearly absolutely correct as possible. There 
may be several rasons for this special precaution this 
time other than the desire for accuracy in so important a 
matter. One of these reasons is, no doubt, that the Gov- 
ernment is collecting statistics this year, and as the Gov- 
ernment gets the truth in its reports, under a sworn state- 
ment with danger of severe punishment for evasion, it 
will serve as a check upon the honesty and truthfulness 
of the canners as a whole, not to mention the efficiency 


of the compilers or tabulators. Naturally the statisticians 
want to be extra careful this year. 


But another reason we learn is that the State Asso- 
ciations, through their Secretaries have requested that 
the figures be checked with their own returns, and any 
irregularities or discrepancies straightened out. All of 
this must lead to more exact figures, but it takes time, 
and this would easily account for the delays. We believe 


jwe can assure our readers, however, that the figures 
will be made public within a week at most. 


Elsewhere in this issue we give, in tabloid form, a 
few salient features of the real prosperity that is now 
existent in our country—not that is going to happen, or 
that might, could or would happen, but what has happened 
and is here now. Study these few paragraphs over care- 
fully, for they are worth understanding; and if you will! 
do this, it will probably make your blood boil to see many 
of our daily papers deliberately and intentionally per- 
verting the situation so as to make capital for their side of 
the political question. These scavangers do not hesitate 
to commit any crime in their efforts to gain a political 
point. This sacrificing of all business for the purpose of 
political ‘thunder’ ought to be made a crime, punishable 
by imprisonment, and to include under it the cartoonists 
which show the same tendency. We have too much of 


this; there is too great liberty given the press in these 
matters. There should be a limit set somewhere. 


A highly important and far reaching announcement 
is made in these columns this week in the matter of the 
tax upon brokers’ sales.tickets. Early in December one 
prominent broker in the West said that the war tax levy 
of 10c upon each sale sticket would mean the loss of 
$1800 to him in one year. This will give an idea of what 
this tax meant to the brokers of the industry, and at the 
same time serve as an indication of the extent of the joy 


over the decision that the brokers will not have to pay 
this tax; that is that their sales tickets were not intended 
to be so taxed. The relief in this matter was secured by 
the efficient counsel of the National Canners’ Association, 
Messrs. Williams & Close, and the entire brokerage fra- 
ternity owe them a very considerable debt of gratitude 
for it.

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Seattle Salmon Market 


Excitement in Chum Salmon due to heavy price reduction—Heavy pack clouds the out- 
look—Beginning to doubt foreign demand—Efforts to be made to increase consump- 


tion. 


Seattle, January 15, 1915. 

Salmon.—tThere has been a lot of excitement in the canned 
salmon market during the past week, although the excitement 
has not yet been due to any outburst of buying or to any stitu- 
lation of inquiries: Instead, it has been due to the fact that 
the price of chum salmon has gone off sharply. Chums are 
quoted now at 65 cents, a reduction of about 20 cents from 
opening prices. Nobody here will venture a prediction as to 
the probable course of the market, but, viewed impartially, 
the outlook for chums does not appear very encouraging. The 
principal difficulty is that there is a very heavy supply of 
chum salmon and a limited demand. The pack of chums 
during the past season is placed at over 1,000,000 cases, 
whereas something like 300,000 cases has been the average 
for the past ten years. With the hugh 1913 pack all cleaned 
up and prices jumping in anticipation of a big demand on 
account of the war, packers everywhere on the Pacific Coast 
hopped to it just as hard as they could and filled up all 
their cans with any kind of fish that was available The big 
spurt came late in the season when chums were about the 
only raw fish running, and the result was a hugh pack of this 
grade. Anticipating no difficulty in moving the pack, opening 
prices were named higher than usual and a large quantity of 
fish sold. But the war demand, especially for the low grades, 
has not materialized and the demand for cheap fish in the 
South was throttled on account of the cotton tie-up, so one 
trouble developed right on top of another with the result that 
things have gone all to smash, so to speak. 


Information received here today indicates that some at 
least, and possibly all of the salmon sold or given to the 
Belgian relief committee is being offered for resale, the 
handlers of these relief supplies having evidently come to the 
conclusion that the Belgians do not want or cannot use 
canned salmon. Packers and brokers are inclined to resent 
this interference and declare that there is no reason why the 
canned fish would not make an excellent foodstuff for this 
emergency. However, the incident is particularly interesting 
for the light it sheds on the canned salmon market on the 
continent. Evidently those in charge do not yet realize the 
possibilities of salmon, and as long as this is the case those 
on the selling end here cannot see much encouragemnt in 
the European war as a business getter One prominent broker 
here in Seattle pointed out today that he believed that other 
food supplies wil have to become exhausted before canned sal- 
mon will come fully into its own, at least as far as the conti- 
nent is concerned. England has been using large quantities 
of fish for a long time although there is no demand from 
this country right now worth mentioning What little inquiry 
does exist is for sockeye salmon. 

It is rather discouraging to. salmon holders here who 
were so optimistic two or three months ago, to see things 
as they are, particularly since other foodstuffs, such as wheat; 
beef, pork and provisions have all advanced sharply, some of 
them as much as 50 per cent. 

Another depressing factor, affecting the chum salmon sit- 
uation is the fact that next season ought to turn out to be a 
big humpback year, the pig run of this grade being due This 
will mean a big pack of low grade fish on top of the past 
season’s big pack. It looks now as though rigid curtailment 
will be in order on low grade fish. While 65 cents for chums 
is higher than the price has been in recent years, owing to 
the fact that in anticipation of a first class demand and high

prices, packers were e reckless in the prices paid for raw fish, 
the profits are not in the goods at the prices now quoted. Nor- 


difally 65 cents chums!would mean some profit, but not under 
the conditions now existing. 


It must also be remembered that inside of six months 
new canned salmon will be ayailable. One thing now is cer- 
tain, packers and brokers will make a superhuman effort 
to increase the consumption of canned salmon in the home 
or the domestic markets. In view of the general revival of 


business in this country, packers.believe the home trade should 
be brisk. 


E. H. Hamlin, the Seattle salmon broker, has just received 
a lot of samples of Siberian canned salmon which the packers 
are anxious to dispose off. The Siberian pack is placed at 
about 200,000 cases. “SALMON.” 


J OHAS. H. RIGGS DEAD. 


Charles H. Riggs died at his home in Baltimore, on 
January 9th, from a complication of diseases, age 58. He had 
been in declining health for some years. 

Mr. Riggs was one of Baltimore’s old can makers, having 
commenced his experience with the hand-made can makers of 
the early days, and worked his way up in the shops of the 
R. Tynes Smith Can Co., then as foroeman for Kirwan & 
Tyler, when that firm was one of the leading makers of cans in 
the country. In the fall of 1892 Mr. Charles Kirwan took Mr. 
Riggs as a partner forming the firm of Kirwan & Riggs, which 


soon became well known as can makers. When this firm sold 
out to the American Can Co. Mr. Riggs retired. 

He was a Mason and belonged to the Elks, and had a large 
coterie of friends. He is survived by his wife and four daugh- 
ters.

~/ MR. A. COOLEY DEAD. 


Mr. Ambrose Cooley died Thursday, December 31st, after 
an illness of several days, having been paralyzed Friday, the 
25th. His funeral was held Sunday afternoon from his late 


resident at Mount Friendship; interment was at Rock Run 
Cemetery. 


Mr. Cooley was among the first to engage in the canning 
business in Harford County, but for the past several years op- 
erated a large factory on the Eastern Shore. His death is a 
great loss to the canning industry, in which he was a prominent 
figure, as well as to his many friends in Harford County. 


MICHIGAN ASSOCIATION BEING REVIVED. 


Last week we published the program of the meeting of 
the Michigan Canners’ Association, which; will be held in 
Grand Rapids, Mich., on January 21-22, and a consideration of 
it must strike any canner as affording ample opportunity to 
repay him for his presence. It is going to be a good, live 
meeting, as this association is determined to make itself felt 
among the State associations of the country; and when the 
Michiganders go after a thing they usually get it. There are 


many large and influential packers in that State and they are 
all interested in the association and will be present. In fact, 
it is expected there will be present a full attendance in the 
shape of representatives from every cannery in the State. Be 
present ,take part and profit by the meeting.

San Francisco, Cal., January 15, 1915. 

Business Better Than Usual—The volume of business now 
being done in California canned fruits and vegetables is rather 
heavier than is usually the ease at this time of the year when 
stock taking is occupying the attention of most large wholesale 
houses. This would tend to give weight to the assertions made 
by local packers that jobbers are carrying comparatively light 
stocks and that in but a few instances have they sufficient 
goods on hand to last through the winter and spring. By the 
end of January it is expected that the demand will be quite 
marked and that stocks in first hands will soon be cleaned up, 
with the exception of a few lines that seem to be in good sup- 
ply. Stocks are now badly broken and many of the smaller 
concerns in the business have disposed of their entire pack. 
Preparations are now being made for the new packing season 
and firms engaging in the export business are planning to 
enter new fields. A determined effort is to be made to secure 
a large share of the business of South America, and several 
firms have been fomed here for the expeess purpose of enter- 
ing this business field. The outlook for the 1915 season is 
regarded as being very satisfactory, it being a settled fact 
that there will be practically no carry-over of California canned 
products. That high prices will rule in most lines seems prob- 


able, owing to the fact that both sugar and tin plate have 
advanced. 


The Asparagus Pack—aA wide diversity of opinion seems 
to be prevailing in regard to the size of the asparagus pack of 
1914, but no matter how large the output may have been the 
significant fact remains that practically all of the pack is now 
out of first hands and this movement has been effected without 
the usual discounts from opening rates. Some packers place 
the total output for the year at less than 600,000 cases, while 
others express the opinion that it will be at least 760,000, 
which would make it the largest on record. It has not been 
many seasons ago since a pack of 400,000 cases was considered 
a very large one, and one that could be moved only by making 
concessions from opening rates. Asparagus has ceased to. be 
known as a luxury and retailers no longer insist that this 
article pay them a larger profit than is expected from other 
lines of canned foods. Reasonable prices and the packing of 
asparagus in popular size containers have done much to in- 
crease the demand during the past two years, and there is no 
reason why this should not continue to grow steadily. Pros- 
pects were never more encouraging for this industry than at 
the present time and preparations are now commencing for 
the new packing season which will commence in March. 


The Tamale and Its Sponsor—Charles Kapp, the origina- 
tor of the canned tamale, a product that is bringing no small 
amount of fame and revenue to San Francisco, was a visitor 
here early in the year from Goldfield, Nev., where he is now 
engaged in mining ventures. More than twenty years ago 
Mr. Kapp, with John H. Street, conducted a rittle cafe on the 
outskirts of what was then the downtown district of the city. 
Those were the days when practically everyone in the cafe busi- 
ness kept a great supply of crabs legs on hand for free dis- 
tribution to all comers and when all were seeking some spe- 
cial dish upon which to build a reputation. One of the com- 
petitors of Kapp & Street began featuring the enchilada, and 
the latter came back with the tamale. Before this time the 
tamale was not much in favor, consisting, it is declared, of a 
bit of cornmeal, a fiery sauce and a chunk of seagull wrapped 
in a corn husk. Kapp & Street revamped the article for

American use, made the sauce less hot, used real chicken and 
added the olive, without which no modern tamale is complete. 
The Kapp tamale grew in popularity and finally a factory was 
established, following which a cannery was added. Owing to 
ill health Mr. Kapp decided to seek a change in climate and 
disposed of his plant and brands to a firm that is now manufac- 
turing hundreds of thousands of cases of tamales each year 
and which has in operation in this city the largest plant in the 
world turning out food products of this kind. 


The Olive Crop.—The 1914 crop of olives has been about 
harvested and pickling and canning operations are now under 
way. The pack is running to smaller sizes than was the case 
with the 1913 crop, but the quality of the fruit is excellent. The 
Ehmann Olive Company, of Oroville, Cal., places the pack of 
pickled olives at about 1,000,000 gallons and estimates that 
the output of oil will be about 750,000 gallons. The cold 
weather experienced in December did but little damage to the 
crop. 

The Tuna Pack—tThe tuna pack of California for 1914 is 
placed at approximately 300,000 cases ,or about double that of 
the preceding year. Plans are under way for the erection of 
several new plants this year and the facilities of existing ones 
will be largely increased. A pack of 500,000 cases of tuna 
fish for 1915 is being predicted by some and it is asserted 
that there will be no difficulty experienced in marketing this 
quantity as the available supply has never equalled the demand. 


Coast Notes—The Brooks Packing Company, which has for 
several years maintained a packing plant at Piamo, Cal., where 
clams and barracuda have been handled, will remove its fac- 
tory to Tillamook Bay, Oregon, where clams are abundant. 
The Piamo clam is a variety distinct from the others to be 
found on the Coast and has been in such demand that it has 
been found necessary to protect it to prevent its extermination. 
Many are found that measure from six to nine inches in dia- 
meter and the meat is of a superior flavor. The plant at Piamo 
is owned by E. J. Powers. 

The Long Beach Tuna Packing Company has been incor- 
porated at Long Beach, Cal., with a capital stock of $100,000. 
The directors are R. P. Bishop, J. E. Heston, B. Houssels, R. 
M. Moore, L. J. Massie, E. H. Archer and S. H. Holloway. It 
is planned to have a large plant in operation in 1915. 

John Barrett, director general of the Pan-American 
Union, is in San Francisco this week conferring with San Fran- 
cisco manufacturers and exporters on the opportunities in the 
development of trade relations with Central and South: America. 

The Workman Packing Company of San Francisco, pack- 
ers of tamales and similar products, has anounced that com- 
mencing with January 1, 1915, all free deals to the retail trade 
have .been eliminated.

As Brokers View The Market 


Latest information from many sections of the country 
as viewed by the leading Brokers—The canned food 
situasion as IT IS—Reports mainly by wire. 


BALTIMORE, MD. 


Baltimore, Md., Jan. 16th, 1915. 

It goes without saying that the severe set-back given to all 
commercial enterprises as a direct result of the war abroad 
cannot be remedied over night, but it must be admitted that 
the process of recovery is well on the way. The canned foods 
business having been almost the first to suffer, should be 
among the first to feel the good effects of the improved condi- 
tions now prevailing in many directions. Since the first of the 
year, in fact, commencing about the middle of December, the 
undertone to the market has been gradually stiffening up, and 
unless something unexpected occurs to prevent it, a recovery 
of reasonable proportions may be confidently anticipated in 
this market, especially in the staple goods, tomatoes, for in- 
stance, which are selling at less than the cost of production 
under normal conditions. Every sale of canned foods is to 
cover actual wants, apparently, and they go into line for 
prompt consumption, which is, of course, the best kind of buy- 
ing. During this week tomatoes, sweet potatoes, spinach and 
the cheaper grades of corn, in the line of vegetables, and pears 
and apples, in the line of fruits, were the active articles. 

The buying of tomatoes this week was larger than it was 
in any week since October last, and the shipments were more 
widely scattered. Evidently the goods have been consumed 
faster than the jobbers had expected, for some markets that 
had reported enough on hand to last through the season have 
come back for more. There have been no large individual or- 
ders, the range being for lots of one to three or four carloads, 
but the steady run of orders like that wear away the stocks in 
the hands of the canners, and restore confidence at both ends 
of the line. Tomatoes bought at today’s prices are safe prop- 
erty to own. There has been, so far, no trading in future to- 
matoes, 1915 pack, because the canners will not sell them at 
less than the prices that prevailed at this time last year. 

Sweet potatoes were again bought liberally by the Western 
jobbers this week and the prices tightened up a bit. Spinach 
was again fairly active, and should be bought now if wanted. 
String beans and baked beans were bought in small lots. Cheap 
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corn of good quality is stronger, and some fair-sized lots have 
changed owners since the first of the year. Peas are a shade 
easier, with a small inquiry. For the other lines of vegetables 
there was only the usual small daily orders. 

Pears were again active during the week, from the low- 
priced water goods up to the highest-priced fruit in heavy 
syrup. The stocks here have been much reduced since the 
opening of the year. Apples received some attention, and, in 
consequence, they are a shade firmer. Peaches were purchased 
in small quantities, and so were pineapples. Small fruits are 
dull and neglected, but the stocks here are so much smaller 
than usual at this time of the year that they do not cut much 
figure.

Tomatoes—Notwithstanding the fact that there has not 
been any great demand for tomatoes, the market has practi- 
cally been cleaned up of all desirable stock under 67%c for 
3s and 47% for 2s, and these are now the general asking 
prices, indicating as we have said before, that the quantity of 
tomatoes obtainable at these low prices is not large, and the 
least activity would create a much firmer market. We hear 
a lot of talk about stock-taking time in January, but we ven- 
ture to say that with few exceptions it would not take very 
long for the jobber to ascerain what his stock of tomatoes is, 
and we would not be surprised to see an active demand spring 
up at any time With virtually all the weak holders disposed 
of, we cannot see anything but a higher market on tomatoes 
later on, and the jobber who will anticipate his wants will in 
our judgment have no cause for regrets. 


WAUKESHA, WIS. 
Waukesha, Wis., Jan. 15th, 1915. 
Wisconsin canners report a good demand for spot peas, 
with standard No. 3, 4 and 5 Alaskas becoming quite scarce. 
Fancy peas are in fair demand with limited offerings. Extreme- 
ly low prices are apparently a thing of the past. The market 
shows a better tone and packers are reflecting improved con- 
ditions by marking up the prices on their holdings. 
Future peas are attracting more attention and heavy book- 
ings will be reported as soon as buyers realize that spot peas 
are improving so freely.
